Stripping alone I s not enr 
for while alternating their 1 eld 
in strips of crop and fallow has 
done more than anvthi 1 g.

with strip fanning. 

Most of the farmers L«vo 
the ploughless fallow;-, but^ a 
few advocated the ueo of t >(• 
plough bacausc P*oii ;‘\v d falk v ? 
have drifted less than the plow- 
less unless a good covering of 


stubble oi weeds has been left 
on the ploughless fallow. For 
this reason a stubbb should nev 
er be burned before starting a 
plough less i allow. 

Moreover th 0 danger of the 
frequent cultivation of i lough- 
less fallows was stiessed, espec¬ 
ially if the double disc or one¬ 
way disc is used, as the stubbl" 
is likely to ho cut up a d cove 
ered, so that it dess not protect 
the soil from blowing. Some of 
th© farmers considered it dan 
gerous f n use a one-way disc on 
i binder stubble un’c : the stu¬ 
bble was extremely iicavy. I 
the land could l’< worked with 
tlm duckfoot cultivator and the 
rod weeder this was preferred. 
Tlie one-way disc was favored 
for the first ore or two opera¬ 
tions on heavy stubble such a 5 
is left by a header or combine 
as cultivators now in use nr v 
not work on herl/y stubb’o.

Emphasis waa al o laid on the 
necessity of restricting tho num 
her (-1 cultivations to these act¬ 
ually nccde-l to keep dov n weed 
growth. By earc ully timing 
tlioii’ cultivations to period® 
when they were nicsi effective 
many of the farmsr« have kept 
their weeds ip check with two 
cultivations on ploughless fal¬ 
low sr»m 0 years, v/bde a >r - e ha,/ 
required three cultivations. A 
number of the formers are find¬ 
ing an April cultivation effect¬ 
ive in eradicating winter an¬ 
nuals, such hj stink weed. 

A plan some farmers heive 
found successful is to cultivate 
once in the spring and again in 
enrJv sunmor and ihen plough 
i> g in laic p r.iirP* > • « a.dy faf 
This late ploughing, Mr Palmei 
explaim, is resorted 1o in the 
ceso of ploughless fallows that 
dr, not show enough trash or 
Hubble cover to afford protec¬ 
tion against drifting. 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Sweet clover hay lias been 
used quite extensively for milch 
cows, dry cows, and growing 
stock at tlie Dominion Exper¬ 
imental Farm, Brandon, during 
the past four years r ihe hay 
used was cut with a binder when 
in the early blssom stage a* d 
cured in long sto 0 ks. when ban i 
led in this way, the hay proved 
palatable to the stock and was 
consumed readily when fed as 
the Lo’e roughage and when fed 
with straw ai d silage. Sweet 
clover hay has three to fojr 
times as much protein and min¬ 
erals as the grass hays ard on 
this account is a superior feed 
and more adequately meets the 
needs of milch cows and grow¬ 
ing animals. 

A scries of feedi g tests ha 
been conducted at Brandon to <\ 
termine the effect on milk pro 
duction and on the body weight 
of milch cows when sweet clo\ 
er hay is used alone as a rough 
age as compared to n mixed 
lation of clover hay and silage. 
The results of these t3sts show 
little difference in amount of 
milk produced, or on the buttei 
fat content of the milk prod 
need by the cows fed the diff¬ 
erent rations. The main differ 
ence i:i effect of the twn lac ~ 
ions was on body weight of the 
cows. The cows fed wet clov?r 
hay alone as roughage, lost i’ 
weight, while those receiving 
silage gained rlightly i i body 
wsight, the difference being cv 
proximately one half pound <Yi 
i.v per cow. T’io fa lure of th 
clover hay to maintain the body 
weight of the cnv.3 would in 
turn have affected the amount 
of milk produced, had the tc 1 
been conducted elver a longe 
period . 

Allowing a single feed the 
ftotal roughage is not the best 
feeding practice, and the feed 
ing of .sweet clover hay alo c 
is no exception to this rule 
Sweet clover hay has, however, 
b&an found v (*v satisfactory 
when fed with other roughages 
or silage for milch cows. The 
hay fed in these test 5 proved to 
be frep from the clement esp-r 
sible for the so called “sweet 
clover sickness” and to ditlicu- 
lty was experience! in this re¬ 
gard No objectionable flnvcir* 
developed in the milk due to 
feeding sweet clover hav, ev 3 n 
when this feed was u~ed as the 
only roughage for the co\ys. 
Feed flavours as found in milk 
are frequently due to an ab 
rupt change in fed. rather than 
to the feed itself, and are us¬ 
ually of short duration.
